Jennie V. was born to James and 
Barbara Adkins on May 22, 1897, 
in Marshall, Texas. 


Mother J. V. Hearne was con- 
verted in the Baptist Church at 
the early age of nine. Later she 
became a cherished and valued 
member of The Church of God 
in Christ. She was loyal and 
faithful and willing to serve 
wherever she was needed. 


She married Alza L. Hearne in 
Marshall, Texas and to this 
union two children were born, 
Marie Jeanette and Alza, Jr. 


In 1920 Mother Hearne moved 
to Oklahoma, coming years 
before the state was divided into 
two Diocese. The churches were 
very few and scattered apart. 
There were no state organiza- 
tions of the women’s work, and 
no ministers and workers 


meetings. 


Mother Hearne played an active 
role in organizing the First State 
Department of the Women’s 
Work in Oklahoma. As a result, 
the women’s work has become 
an outstanding part of our 
churches. 


Where there was a desire by the 
State Bishop I. M. Page to pur- 
chase a block of land in Okla- 
homa City, Oklahoma for State 
Headquarters, it was Mother 
Hearne who gave him the plan 
to create Districts to raise money 
to purchase the property. From 
this plan Districts have been 
organized in every state. She 
served as one of the first District 
Missionaries and was the State 
Chairman. 


She saw the need for trained 
workers, therefore she organized 
the first Missionary Institute in 
the State. 


Remembering God’s Word, 
Train up a child in the way he 
should go; She organized the 
first Vocational Bible School for 
children with Mother Fannie 
Walker, Leader. 


She realized where there is unity 
there is strength — So she 
organized the first Bible Band 
Union in the State with Mother 
Ada Brown as President. 


Who initiated the idea of a State 
paper in Oklahoma? Mother 
Hearne. She presented to the 
Brethren the idea and plan for 
the first paper ‘““The Voice of the 
Saints’ —Later she became the 
Editor with the name changed 


to “The Oklahoma Messenger.” 
She also served as Assistant 
Secretary of the National Pub- 
lishing Board. 


She was so concerned about 
others, therefore she organized 
the State Courtesy Committee 
and from this she organized the 
first State Hospitality 
Committee. 


Trained women have gone from 
Oklahoma and carried the spirit 
of Hospitality and as a result 
there are Hospitality groups in 
every state. 


There are many things added to 
the Women’s work by our Dear 
Mother. She considered the aged 
members, so she organized the 
first Golden Age Circle. She was 
mindful of the Handicapped and 
organized them in to a workable 


group. 


She also organized the Young 
Women’s Progressive Guild and 
the first Pastor’s Aid. 


She was the first State Counse- 
lor of Missions in Oklahoma, and 
active in Mission work both in 
the Homeland and Foreign 
Fields. 


For many years she has contrib- 
uted monthly for the support of 
a child in the Foreign Fields. 


She had contributed largely to 
our Church School, Saints Col- 


lege since its beginning. 


The Reception Room in the Orzo 
Thurston Jones Building is 
named the Jennie V. Hearne 
Reception Room. It was fur- 
nished by Mother Hearne. The 
Mother J. V. Hearne room in the 
Anne Bailey Dormitory of the 
Saints College is also supplied 
and financed by Dr. Hearne. 


Mother’s work with the Youth 
has been outstanding. She 
served as the first appointed 
state President of the Youth 
Department of Oklahoma. 


She was the first National Sun- 
day School Representative and 
the first National President of 
the Young Women’s Christian 
Council. 


She was the first National and 
International Chairlady of the 
Youth Department. She served 
with Senior Bishop O. T. Jones 
until he was promoted to the 
office of Sr. Bishop of the entire 
Church of God in Christ, 
National and International. 


She was the International Chair- 
lady of the International Con- 
gress serving with Dr. Chandler 
Owens. 


She is now International Chair- 
lady Emeritus.

I was saved in the Church of God 
in Christ March, 1936, at a small 
mission in Bartlett, Tennessee. 
Elder Jack Moss was the pastor 
from Bankhampton. Missionary 
Irene and Deacon Thomas 
started the mission by holding 
services in their home. He save 
me and baptized me with the 
Holy Ghost and with fire. I do 
speak in tongues as the spirit 
give utterance. 


In November, of the same year 
I attended my first Holy Convo- 
cation. During those years the 
Convocation was held for 20 
days. I went for three days and 
two nights. I wanted to stay 
longer but the spirit of the Lord 
spoke to me and said I should 
go home and not spend another 
night. I sat by Mo. Fannie Page 
who showed kindness to me and 
my two daughters. I told her I 
expected to go home the follow- 
ing day and I did. 


Service in those days was wond- 
erful. It was the same night or 
the next that I received word 
that the Tabernacle had burned. 
I praised God that I had obeyed 
the Holy Spirit. 


Later I came to Memphis to live. 
I found the Speed Street Church 
of God in Christ. So I cast my 
lot there. Elder C. H. Moore was 
pastor and Evang. Emma J. 
Johnson was church missionary. 


Oh, praise His wonderful name. 
I was a faithful member there 


until May, 1943, when I moved 
to Chicago, Illinois. Pastor C. H. 
Moore and Mo. Addie Adair gave 
me my first license. Pastor 
Moore said to me, “I want you 
to go there and keep up the good 
work.” I promised him I would. 


After moving to Chicago some 
friends invited me to attend 
service at Elder Odell Reed’s 
church. I did for a short time. 
Bishop Wm. Roberts was bishop 
of Northern Illinois and Mo. 
Mary Davis was supervisor.

I believe God came down and 
loved me and as He loved me I 
loved Him. It was an interaction, 
and at the same time that this 
was happening, I felt such a love 
for the congregation as a whole. 
As I was concentrating on this 
loving God and Him loving me, 
I began to rejoice in the Lord. 
It was as if it was happening to 
me, but I wasn’t doing it. | 
wasn't incontrol! I wasn’t aware 
of what was happening until I 
hit the floor, then I was embar- 
rassed. I didn’t feel the love any 
more only embarrassment. I was 
aware of some things around me 
but I could not get up. Later 
when I got back to my seat, I 
asked God why did He embar- 
rass me like that? He didn’t tell 
me anything; no, God didn’t say 
anything to me. 


After I got home and got into bed, 
it was about 3a.m. I lay relaxing 
and prepared to go to sleep, the 
spirit of the Lord came down and 
visited me. It was like a cloud 
or mist that came down and 
rested upon me. The Lord began 
to deal with me and He brought 
back to my rememberance a 
situation concerning my imme 
diate family members. This 
situation was very hurtful and 
painful to me and it was some 
thing that was very hard for me 
to accept. At the time this 
situation happened, I asked God 
to let me go through it without 
bitterness, resentment, hate or 
malice. I knew one couldn’t be 
saved with these feelings in 
one’s heart. As God brought the 
people before me that had hurt 
me, I felt the same cold feelings 
that I had during service. He 
showed me where I had buried 
my hurt feelings and built a 
barrier around my emotions.

I saw myself laying down and 
the Lord reached down and took 
out my heart and gave mea heart 
of forgiveness, the spirit of 
forgiveness filled my whole 
being.

AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
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When I was 13, I got saved. I 
have wanted to get saved earlier, 
but I had always been afraid of 
making that big step to the altar. 
You see, I hadn’t been a “bad” 


__ boy--I was already active in the 


uildren’s Choir, the Young 


~ people’s group and the church in 
general; but at that time I 


realized church work along was 
not going to get me to heaven. 
So, I finally gained the courage 
to accept the Lord as my per- 
sonal Saviour. OnceI was saved, 
I got an opportunity to give 
Brother and Sister Dougherty a 
break. Bro. John Lang and I 
became the janitors of the 
church, so I began going there 
to practice. Bro. Lang (who, by 
the way, has a great voice) would 
be on the piano and I would be 
on the organ, and the two of us 
were so enthused with music 
until one day it really showed. 
The pastor asked us to make 
fires for service, so after school 
we went in the church with all 
intentions of starting the fire. 
However, in our enthusiasm for 
music, we started practicing 
first. Before we knew it, our 
hands were cold, and IN 
WALKED THE SAINTS--TO A 
COLD CHURCH! We had prac- 
ticed throughout the entire even- 
ing and received a scolding from 
the pastor; but that was just how

excited we were about our 
music. 


Now my mother often said the 
Lord had showed her something 
about me and that used to awe 
and frighten me because I didn’t 
know what she meant. One day 
while visiting with Sis. Suggs 
she told me that the Lord said 
that I was going to bea preacher, 
and my Dad told me the same 
thing. But no one told me until 
after I had accepted my calling 
to the ministry. I had a yearning 
for the study of the Lord’s word 
and as I read and studied, He 
would open things to me. But I 
didn’t accept the calling to the 
Lord’s ministry for a long time, 
but enjoyed playing behind my 
daddy’s preaching and would 
sometimes get so caught up until 
I was hollering and now it seems 
like to me I was almost preach- 
ing then. It was a long time after 
I had been saved before I finally 
said ‘“‘Yes” to the Lord’s will to 
preach. 


I thank God for my wife Delores, 
a very dedicated person, 
involved with the work of the 
church, to help wherever 
needed-to wash dishes, sweep 
the floors or volunteering. She 
willingly stayed until the lights 
were turned out-I just really 


think God gave me an “‘Earth- 
Angel.” I’m grateful for her and 
I thank God for our children. Our 
oldest son is a musician that the 
Lord has blessed to have an 
awful lot of talent, and he has 
recorded and played for some of 
the greats in the gospel music 
world. He has, most recently, 
recorded with the Edwin Haw- 
kins Seminar choir and played 
the organ on the song that, Ihave 
been told, was perhaps the 
number one on that album. I feel 
that his organ playing on “Call 
on Jesus” added a lot to it. He 
also has graduated from compu- 
ter technology with a degree and 
we're just proud of him and 
thank God for him. We have a 
lovely daughter who is on her 
way to become a registered 
nurse, and our youngest son is 
married and in the Philippines, 
who has proven himself very 
worthy in the Air Force. He 
graduated No. 1 out of his basic 
training class and headed 
directly from basic training to 
on-the-job training as an air 
traffic controller. On his mil- 
itary tests (out of a battery of 
7), 9’s were the highest number, 
and he made 9’s on all 7 tests. 


I thank God that I have had a 
desire to want to prepare for the 
work of the Lord. I graduated 


from Indiana University and 
Moody Bible Institute. I am vice 
president of the YPWW of my 
local church, and I’m chairman 
of the District YPWW. Among 
my other duties include the 
presidency of the Brothers’ 
Council at the church (that 
discusses the business of the 
church), I teach as an instructor 
in the Charles Harrison Mason 
System of Bible Colleges and I 
am a Sunday school Teacher. 


I feel, now, that I have an 
imperative on my life to preach 
the Gospel as our Lord is about 
to return, and I want to be found 
faithful doing just that. 


In 1959, I was called to the army 
for two years. While in the 
Army, I was stationed in San 
Antonio, Texas at Fort Sam 
Houston, where I met some 
wonderful saints at the West 
End COGIC, then pastored by 
Elder Walter Jones (now under 
Elder James Denny who works 
with Bishop Moody in the Mis- 
sions Department.) We were all 
in service together down there 
and I met Brother Charles 
Geiger, who was the director of 
the local church choir. He lived 
in Chicago and after he got out 
and came home, we talked and 
he came over to Indiana and 
started working with the State 
Choir. Out of this we developed 
a music department for the 
state. A rarity happened to the 
Indiana State Choir when the 
Youth Congress was in Chicago 
in ‘65 or ‘64. Each state choir 
was called on to sing and they 
called on Indiana and we did a 
rendition of a song called “Deep 
River’. That’s when Denise 
Chandler (now the world- 
famous Denise Williams) was 
singing in the choir along with 
Bro. Johnnie Davis of South 
Bend and Bro. John Lang with 
his great baritone voice and, 
when the choir finished singing, 


the response from the audience 
was thunderous and overwhelm- 
ing. They wanted Indiana to sing 
another number and would not 
allow the services to continue for 
at least ten minutes--constantly 
hollering ‘Indiana! Indiana!” 


In 1975, the Faith Temple Choir 
(where I am a member), received 
the inspiration through my wife 
to write a play called the 
“Second Coming of Christ” and 
we gave a production at the West 
Side High School in Gary. Our 
National Dean of Music, Eld. 
Eugene McCoy, came down and 
was inspired by this and invited 
us to Battle Creek, Michigan 
where we had another presen- 
tation of that play. He also gave 
us an opportunity to present 
that play in the National Music 
Convention in New Orleans, LA 
that year. This was a great 
honor. We combined the Faith 
Temple Choir with the State 
choir for the production at the 
Music convention. The National 
Youth Congress was in Mem- 
phis that same year and our 
State President, Elder Cleophas 
Hall wanted our state choir to 
represent our state. We were 
only able to get about 28 people 
to go to sing in the National 
Youth Congress. We sang on one 
or two broadcasts, in the main 
service early one evening and 
then they had the National 
competition for best music 
departments or best state choirs, 
and Indiana received a first place 
trophy and we were very, very 
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honored, even though we had not 
even planned to go that year and 
had a small group, but sang very 
well, and represented the state 
very well. We then went down 
to the National Music Conven- 
tion and presented the Second 
Coming of Christ. After the 
presentation, the Dean, Elder 
McCoy made an altar call 
(because people were so moved 
by the drama), and about 300 
peole came up to the altar to 
receive more of the Lord. After 
the convention was over with, 
we brought home another first 
place trophy--making two first 
place trophies that year. 


I believe in all the work of the 
church, in whatever area I am 
needed, whether it be preaching, 
teaching, witnessing, praying, 
or playing. I have learned never 
to think of myself more highly 
than I ought; however, I do 
believe that I can do all things 
through Christ that strengthens 
me and I praise God for all that 
He has done in my life, and I look 
forward to all that I feel He is 
going to do in the future. My 
final goal will be to hear Him say 
‘Well done, Thou good and 
faithful Servant...enter into the 
joys of your reward.” 


I only hope that somewhere, 
someone has been or will be 
helped by the life I have lived, 
for I am striving to live to the 


Glory of God to please Him and 
Him alone.
